Arens tells Shultz of 
remote chance of pull-out

WASHINGTON. - Defence Minis- 
ter Moshe Arens underlined the re- 
Mote possibility of any earlier Israeli 
withdrawal from Lebanon during a 
meeting with Secretary of State 

George Schultz. 

Arens, in contrast to Alignment- 
Labour MK Yitzbuk Rabin, who 
met separately with Shultz on Mon- 
day, also disputed the notion that 
Jordan's King Hussein might join 
the peace process in the near future. 

Arens told Israeli reporters at the 
Four Seasons Hotel Tuesday night 
that Hussein was primarily in- 
terested in shoring up his domestic 
political base in Jordan. A decision 
to enter into peace talks with Israe}, 
Arens said, would merely under- 
mine Hussein's position in Jordan 
and throughout the Arab world. 

Rabin had expressed confidence 
earlier in the week that the U.S. and 
Israel could this year help prepare 
the way for Jordan’s involvement in 
the peace process in 1985 -- shortly 
after the U.S. presidential elections. 

Both men had come to Washing- 
ton to participate in the second 
Jonathan Institute Conference on 


Terrorism, which ended Tuesday 
night. 

Arens’ meeting with Shultz was 
designed to review the situation in 
the Middle East. The two men had 
met in London earlier in June. 

According to Arens. Shultz said 
he'was pleased that the conference 
on terrorism had heightened public 
interest in this growing problem for 
the West. 

In an interview yesterday moming 
on NBC's Toduy show, Arens reiter- 
ated his appeal for greater interna- 
tional cooperation and coordination 
in the fight against terrorism. He 
specifically cited the need for even 
yceasional “operational” coopers- 
tion against terrorists. 

Asked about the alleged Jewish 
terrorists, Arens said he condemned 
all terrorists - Jews as well as non- 
Jews — “anyone who kills innocent 
civilians.” 

Still. Arens - like Premier Shamir 
— refused to rule out the possibility of 
eventually granting the Jewish ter- 
Torists 2 pardon. 

Atthe meeting with Shultz, Arens 
expressed some optimism that the 
situation in South Lebanon was im-

IAF planes bomb PLO island base

fsraet Air Force planes yesterday 
bambed ἃ terrorist base on un island 
off the northern coust of Lebanon, 
the Isracl Defence Forces spokes- 
man said. 

A military source said last night 
that the raid wus part of Israel's 
ongoing strategy of hitting the ter- 
rorists wherever they organize. and 
that the strike was noi linked to any 
particular event. These raids, the 
source said. are a funciion of intelli- 
gence reaching Israel regarding ter- 
rorist intentions. and Isracl’s deter- 
mination to pre-empt terror. 

The communique said the base 
was on Palm Island. five kilometres 
northwest of the northem port city 
of Tripali. 


The base belonged to loyalists of 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat, the 
announcement said. adding that the 
base was a launching point for 
attacks against Israel and a base for 
naval training. 

The communique said the planes 
struck in the afternoon and reported 
direct hits on the PLO base. The 
island facility included two build- 
ings. a shed, a boat and several 
machine-gun positions, 

It was the 12th Israeli air strike 
since the beginning of the year. 

The Christian Voice of Lebanon 
radio station suid the planes made 
three runs, starting at 7:10 p.m. Both 
Voice of Lebanon and the state-run 
Beirut Radio said Tripoli port itself 
was hit on the first run. and several 
fires could be seen. On the second 


and third runs. the planes concen- 
trated on the island and apparently 
hit one or more ummunition dumps. 

Atleast ovo large explosions were 
heard and seen. apparently from 
rockets stored in the ammunition 
dumps. and more fires were started 
on the island, the report said. 

An Israeli military spokesman de- 
nied that Tripoli itself wus bombed. 

There was no immediate report on 
casualties fram Tripoli, the home of 
Lebanese Prime Minister Rashid 
Karamch. The premier had returned 
to Tripoli aver the weekend to 
attend the funeral and memorial 
services for his 80-year-old mother. 
who died on Saturday, Lebanese 
President Amin Jemayel had visited 
Tripoli earlier yesterday. τὸ pay his 
respects to Karameh. δ 


Dollar hits IS310 on Tel Aviv black market

The black-market rate for the dal- 
lar soared to 18310 in Tel Aviv's 
Lilienblum Street yesterday after- 
noon and hit IS325 in Jenisalem’s 
Mea She‘arim. 

The official rate yesterday was 
1$232.4-a 0.9 per cent devaluation 
from Tuesday. Since the beginning 
of June. the shekel has been de- 
valued by 15.3 per cent against the 
dollar. 

Bank of Israel officials yesterday 


were obviously worried by the latest 
black-market developments, but 
said there was little they could do. 
They dismissed the idea of “regulat- 
ing™ the black-market rate by pour- 
ing in dollars. “It would cost us 
hundreds of millions of dollars to try 
to satisfy the public's massive de- 
mand,” said one official. 

Economic observers in Jerusalem 
said yesterday that the rapid de- 
valuation of the shekel this month 
would résult in the largest inflation 
rate ever registered for June -- tradi- 


tionally a month with low inflation. 
The rate of inflation last June was 3.6 
percent. 

With the growing linkage of the 
economy to the dollar. there are 
signs that inflation this month could 
reach the 15 per cent mark. 

Commenting on the high black- 
market rate yesterday, government 
officials said it was probably due to 
the fact that dealers “rationed” their 
dollars, Expectations of rapid de- 
valuation are leading them to hold 
on to some of their dollar supplies.

The court agreed 
to delay by 45 days the beginning of 
Flatto’s sentence, to give him a 
chance to ask to serve it at a police 
‘station or other place of public ser- 
vice under 8 system termed “open 
imprisonment.” :

The Supreme Court's verdict cut 
half of Flatto’s three-year sentence 
imposed last January by the Jeru- 
salem District Court, and two thirds 
of the nine months of actual prison 
time be was given then. The former 
MK and two aides, Ya’acov Be- 
naudis and Ya'acov Halfon, were 
convicted for various election off- 
ences from the 1977 campaign. Their 


sentences remained unchanged. 31 
18 months suspended plus ἃ 15.000} 
fine and six months suspended. re- 
spectively. Both sides had appealed. 

‘The court scolded Flatto and his 
co-defendants for denying voters 
their free democratic choice in the 
1977 election. His platform. the jus- 
tices said. contained not an ideclo- 
gical statement. but false promises 
about housing for young families, 
supposedly to be subsidized by the 
candidate and associates of his. This 
constituted offering bribes. the court 
affirmed. 

The trio was also convicted of 
actually buying votes by fictitiously 
hiring “campaign workers.” 

The court accepted the state's 
appeal of Flatto’s and Benaudis's 
acquittals on charges of conspiring to 
commit a crime, but rejected pro- 
secution arguments that payments 
made to communal leaders also con- 
stituted bribes. They could have 
done actual campaign work. the jus- 
tices rules, and therefore gave the 
defendants the benefit of the doubt. 

After the decision. Fiatto dis- 
closed that he has planted agents in 
several parties’ campaign headquar- 


ters. with the intention of calling 
them as witnesses in court suits 
against these parties after the elec- 
tions, 

He told reporters that activists 
were planted in the Alignment. 
Likud, Tami. National Religious 
Party and Yahad. to prove that other 
parties pay their activists as well, and 
commit “worse crimes” than those 
of which he was convicted. 

Quoting the court's statement that 
Flatto only did what other parties 
have been doing for 35 years. and 
had acted according to the accepted 
noms in Israel. the ex-MK argued 
that he is being used as a scapegoat. 
to create a precedent. ᾿ 

“The court said a new norm 
should be created. but why should 
the precedent be achieved over my 
body? An injustice has been done in 
Israel today." he exclaimed. 

Flatto noted that the Likud is 
posting five-colour portraits of 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir. in 
violation of the law; that Weizman is 
posting his portrait throughout the 
country in places forbidden by law:

Knesset to reconvene

The Knesset is to reconvene in 
special session on Monday moming 
to consider five pending bills, deal- 
ing with financial matters. 

The agenda includes the first read- 
ing of the bill te protect the assets of 
the vublic, and second and third 
reading af bills on benefits to dis- 
charged soldiers. on capital gains tax 
on and and on the focal authorities, 
and un amendment to the income 
tax ordinance. 


Regular Army personnel will re- 
ceive wave increases of 9 to 24 per 
cent as a result of a cabinet decision. 
military sources told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday. 

‘The sources said that the largest 
wage increase will go to officers in 
combat units and to other personnel 
the Israel Defence Forces feels 
should have priority. 

According to the sources. the IDF 
personnel will also receive the in- 
creases agreed upon by the Histad- 
mut and the government for the pub- 
lic sector. These increases will total 
some 16 per cent in average annual 
terms. About 7.5 per cent more will 
be added to the IDF personnel for 
their further training fund (Aeren 
hishtalmut}, which the IDF did not 
have until now. 

The sources said that increases are 
necessasry to get (he manpower the 
IDF needs.

Jewish resistance 
Φ 
in Holland recalled

The largely unknown role of the 
approximately 2.000 Jews who 
fought the Nazis with the Dutch 
resistance during World War II was 
the subject of a ceremony yesterday 
at Yad Vashem. 

Participants at the ceremony were 
told that the various underground 
movements in Holland, following 
the country’s liberal tradition. did 
not differentiate between Jews and 
Gentiles in their ranks. 

At least 162 Jewish underground 
fighters. it was revealed, were 
caught by the Germans and ex- 
ecuted. and 77 took active purt in 
“illegal” newspaper and radio work 
during the war. The Dutch govern- 
ment foundation that today pays 
pensions to needy surviving resist- 
ance members has 714 Jews on its 
roster. 

These facts emerged from the 
ongoing tesearch done privately by 
Jerusalem housewife Leesha Rose, 
who as ἃ young nurse in her native 
Holland was able to help many fel- 
low Jews.during her five years in the 
Resistance. : 

At the ceremony, which was 
attended by more than 100 people, 
she was awarded the Yad Vashem 
medal on the occasion of the publica- 
tion by that institution of the Heb- 
rew version of ber book The Tulips 
are Red. (reviewed by The Jerusalem 
Post in March, 1979).

YEROHAM. - Yisrael Kessur 
seemed more interested in raising 
Jocal Alignment spirits here yester- 
day than in directly soliciting votes 
for the elections. 

“He's really good,” one admiring 
Alignment supporter said as the 
secretary-general of the Histadrut 
shook hands and talked to the few 
people in Yeroham’s main street.

Iraqi jets hit Swiss 
oil tanker near Kharg 


MANAMA. Bahruin. -- Iraqi war- 
planes attacked a Swiss-run oil tunk- 
et in the Gulf south-eust of Kharg 
Island vesterday. Lloyds of London 
insurers said. The report came hours 
after lray said it planes hit two large 
ships. and warned it would intensify 
such attacks. 

Teheran Radio said that an Tragi 
fighter plane alsu broke the sound 
barrier over the [ranian capita} 
yesterday. rattling doom and win- 
dows and bringing people out into 
the sireets. 

κ [twas the first incident of its kind 
since lute January when a fighter also 
went supersonic over Teheran. 

Teheran radio said yesterday's in- 
cident hed no military sigmficance. 
and the national news ev. E 
said the Iraqi fighter was chused off 
by the Iranian air furce. 

Teheran is some S0km. from the 
border with Iraq. 

In London. Lloyd's intelligence 
department said the Zot 
tanker Tiburon was hit by ἃ rocket in 
ity engine room during the Traqi 
attack. 

Spokesman Roger Lowes told the 


AP: “The information we have from 
our sources is that the Tiburon was 
hit when it was south-east of Kharg 
Island. There is dumage to the en- 
gine reom. but the vessel is still 
ufloat.” 

Lowes said he had no reports of 
injuries to the crew. The Tiburon is 
managed by a Swiss company but is 
of Liberian registry. 

Lloyd's inielligence department 
monitors ship movements around 
the world. There was no immediate 
confirmation of an attack on a 
second ship. 

A military communique broadcast 
in Baghdad described the ships hit as 
“very large naval targets™ but pro- 
vided no details on their identity. It 
said the attacking jets retumed safe- 
ly after scori rect and effective 
hits on the targets.” 

The Iraqi attack was the first re- 
ported attack on Gulf shipping since 
Sunday. when Iraq said it attacked 
four navul targets south of Kharg 
Istand. Only one ship was confirmed 
to have been hit - the Greek- 
registered supertunker Alexander 
the Great. (AP. Reuter) 


Egyptians allow skyjackers 
to rest overnight in Cairo 


CAIRO 1AP). - The pilot of a 
commandeered trunian jetliner 
forced to Cairo during a domestic 
flight has usked for permission to 
return the 727 jetliner to Iran with or 
without the two hijackers. informed 
Egyptian sources said. 

The sources said the pilot told 
Eevptian authorities that since they 
hed pennitted the hijackers and the 
remaining three-man crew to leave 
the plane late Tuesday for an over- 
night rest, “they are no longer my 
responsibility.” 

“Give me the plane, refuel it, and 
I will leave immediately for home.” 
the sources quoted the pilot as 
saving.

Castro to free 
Americans 


HAVANA (AP). —Cuban President 
Fidel Castro agreed yesterday to 
release 22 American prisoners, most 
of them held on drug charges. after 
meeting for more than eight hours 
with Democratic presidential candi- 
date Jesse Jackson. 

In a joint appewrance at a news 
conference. Jackson and Castro said 
the Americans will retum to the 
U.S. with Jackson today. Jackson 
met with Castro in two sessions last- 
ing six hours Tuesday to seek the 
release of prisoners and improve 
U.S.-Cuban relations. 

None of the prisoners to be re- 
leased was immediately identified. 

Castro also agreed to allow 
Andres Vargas Gomez. identified by 
the Cubans as ἃ former U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency operative. to 
leave the country if he can obtain an 
American visa. Gomez was released 
from prison in the late 197Ms but was 
forbidden to leave Cuba. 

Jackson was scheduled to go to 
Nicaragua yesterday for meetings 
with political leaders there. but be- 
fore departing he planned to visit an 
unknown number of other Amer- 
icans held in Cuba.

- Rail workers in 
south-east England and train crews 
onthe London subway system began 
a 24-hour walkout yesterday in sup- 
port of Britain's striking miners, 
creating widespread disruption for 
tens of thousands of commuters in 
and around the British capital. 

Three of the 10 national daily 
papers printed here, meanwhile, 
failed ta appear yesterday after prin- 
ters walked off the job when editors 
refused to publish statements from 
newspaper unions supporting the 
miners. 

Tony Worrell. passenger opera- 
tions manager for British Rail, which 
runs the state-owned railroad net- 
work. reported “major problems” 
on several commuter rail lines into 
London. 

London Transport. which runs the 
subway system. said there had been 
some disruption on subway services 
by early morning but that the major- 
ity, at least initially, were running 
normally. 

Union leaders urged the rail and 
subway walkout to coincide with the 
rally in London later yesterday to 
support the miners in their 15-week- 
ald strike, but left it to individuals to 
decide whether or not to take part in 
the walkout. 

Organizers of the rally said they 
expected about 20.000 labour union- 
ists to attend the event. 

The miners’ union called the pit 
strike to fight plans to close 20-25 
loss-maki its within {2 months, 
with cuts of 20,000 jobs. The strike 
has closed δ) per cent of Britain's 

175 pits.

Bonn cabinet minister quits 


over corruption charges 


BONN. - Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
has approved a little-known libera! 
parliamentarian. Martin Bange- 
mana, te succeed Economics Minis- 
ter Otto Lambsdorff. who resigned 
eariy yesterday over corruption 
charges against him. 

Shortly after Lambsdorffs Free 
Democratic Party (FDP} had nomin- 
ated Bangemann to succeed him, a 
Chancellery Office spokesman told 
Reuters Kohl was seekine formal 
approval of Bangemann’s appoint- 
ment from President Kari Carstens. 

The Chancellor. whose Christian 
Democratic Party heads a coalition. 
has said he wanted no major cabinet 
reshuffle in connection with Lamb- 
sdorff's departure. 

Lambsdorff handed his resigna- 
tion to Chancellor Heimut Koh! on 
Tuesday after his defence lawyer was ᾿ 
notified by a Bonn caurt of its inten- 
tion to indict him. 

“My defence counsel has in- 
formed me that the district court will 
admit for trial the charges filed 
against me by the prosecution.... 
The charge against me is known. 


Whether it will be admitted by the 
court unchanged remains to be 
seen.” Lambsdorff said in ἃ state- 
ment read to reporters. 

The Bonn prosecutor charged 
Lambsdorff last December with 
accepting DM135.000 ($50.000) 
from the Flick industrial helding 
company in 1977 and 1980 to influ- 


_ ence a tax decision. The court had to 


rule whether there was sufficient 
evidence to try the minister. 

AnFDP spokesman told reporters 
that Lambsdorff informed the party 
yesterday morning that the indict- 
ment would riot be for bribery but 
for a lesser charge of “accepting . 
favours.” 

However. 2 Bonn court spokes- 
man said he was unaware how 
Lambsdorff got his information. | 

“This decision (on a'charge) is not 
yet at hand. And publication of the 
decision is not scheduled for this 
week.” the court spokesman said. 

The Chancellor had made it clear 
that Lambsdorff could not stay in 
office if he went to court. (Reuter. 
AP) 


Philippine. party HQ raided 


MANILA. Philippines {AP). -- Sol- 
diers yesterday raided the headquar- 
ters of an opposition group that has 
led demonstrations against Presi- 
dent Ferdinand Marcos. ransacked it 
for subversive papers. and 
threatened to arrest a priest running 
the office. lawyers said. . 

Sixteen hours after the soldiers 
first entered the suburban headquar- 
ters of the Nationalist Alliance at 
3:30 in the morning. soldiers still 
were taking an inventory of the files. 
They barred reporters and photo- 
graphers from entering the office- 
residence but allowed them to stay 
on the porch. 

The raid occurred a day before the 
Alliance. headed by former Senator 


Lorenzo Tanada, its chairman. was 
to hold a two-day meeting in the 
headquarters to plan new protest 
demonstrations against Marcos's 
Tule. It also came a day after Marcos 
wamed the nation of a growing 
threat from allegd subversives. 

A search warrant signed by a local 
judge authorized the constabulary 
soldiers to look for “subversive 
materials, firearms and printing 
materials” and for possible violation 
of anti-subversion laws. 

The raiders, numbering about 40, 
were all in plain clothes but many 
were armed. said the Reverend Jose 
Dizon, 35, a Roman Catholic priest 
who rus the headquarters as the 
Alliance deputy secretary general. 


India-Pakistan clash reported in Kashmir 


NEW DELHI (AP). -- India and 
Pakistan recently clashed over ter- 
ritorial claims in northern Kashmir. 
and at least one soldier was killed in 
the fighting, Indian defence officials 
said here vesterday. 

The officials said Pakistani troops 
intruded into of the Indian- 
controlled Siachen Glacier in Nubra 
Valley 10 days ago. hoping to claim 
the territory on the basis of posses- 
sion.

The average width of a woman's 
shoulders is 21.4 per cent of her 
height, Amit found. while for men 
the figure was 21.6 per cent. a differ- 
ence which hardly indicates the big 
masculine shoulders that women 
dream about. 

So the next time that dream man 
or woman ignores our signals, we 
can be consoled that big breasts or 
wide shoulders mean very little. We 
now have evidence that small is 
beautiful.

- Truckers say Eilat rail line 
is waste of $250m. investment

TEL AVIV. - The Israel Trucking 
Board his attacked the plans tc 
extend the railroad line to Eilat as a 
“white elephant” and a waste of 
$250 million. The truckers also sav 
that uithough the line is being fi- 
nanced by foreign sources the Israeli 
taxpayer will eventually have to foot 
the bill if the line proves unprofit- 
able. 

The truckers point out that the 
quantities of cargoes to and from 
Eilat do not justify such a huge 
investment. Cargoes are actually on 
the decline in Israel's southern port. 
During the 1982/83 fiscal vear the 
amount of cargo at the port of Eilat 
was 934.000) tons. During 1983/84 
this dropped τὸ 900.000 tons. 
According to forecasts there will not 


be uny great changes in the quantity 
of cargoes soing through the port. 

The spokesman of the Transport 
Ministry said the decision to com- 
plete the line from Oron in the 
Arava to Eilat, was taken by the 
government. which sees this as a 
mave that will strengthen the eco- 
nomy of Eilat and of the Arava 
settlements. He stressed that accord- 
ing to the agreement the project will 
be financed by foreign sources. 

The ministry is also waiting for the 
findings of the committee headed by 
Yoram Almogi, which is investigat- 
ing the economics of unloading coal 
at Eilat for the power stations in the 
north and transhipping it by land. 
If these findings are positive, it will 
be financially sound to extend the 
rail line to Eilat.

(There have 
already been protests from some 
industrial groups in the U.S. of brom 
and gold chains.)

FINANCE MINISTER Yigal Cohen-Orgad is reportedly 
under heavy pressure from his cabinet colleagues to do 
something “dramatic” to improve the Likud’s image as far as 
the economy is concerned. 

Why that should be necessary. after Prime Minister Shamir's 
fireside talk on Tuesday night in the framework of the 
electioneering broadcasts. is not quite clear. The Prime Minis- 
ter. after all. conveyed the impression that, considering all the 
achievements of the Likud -- which amount. as he claimed, to 
a veritable revolution — an inflation rate of 400 per cent is 
something that should really be shrugged off. 

That it can't. is made clear by what happens every day on 
Lilienblum Street and Salah-ed-Din Street. There. people by 
the drove seek the reassurance of having some greenbacks 
under the mattress to protect themselves against whatever 
dramatics Mr. Cohen-Orgad may be prodded into unleashing 
less than four weeks before polling day. 

Inflation. which Mr. Shamir pooh-poohed., even at half ora 
quarter of the rate to which the government has driven it in the 
last nine months. always was an acid that corroded not only 
financial values. but virtually all other values as well. At the 
previous rates, however, it was something with which, with a 
groan and a croak. one could live. Israel's society and economy 
had developed defence mechanisms that neutralized the worst 
effects of inflation. 

These mechanisms no longer work. Inflation, and the fear of 
what will be done to reduce it. hurt many people. Whoever can, 
escapes into the refuge sold on Lilienblum Street at IS310 to the 
dollar. and many go from there to some numbered bank 
account abroad. 

Something will have to be done. and done pretty fast — but 25 
days before election day is hardly the time to do anything that 
might be even a small step towards healing the economy. Its 
only purpose could be the one which the Likud ministers who 
now pressure Mr. Cohen-Orgad have in mind: to win some 
electoral gain. 

Commonsense and some experience with Israeli politics say 
that it is far too late in the day for that. All the “dramatic” 
measures which the confused and battered colleagues of the 
finance minister want him to take will be interpreted by the 
public as what they really are — a cynical attempt to go for broke 
and to let the economy take care of itself after the elections. 
Even cynics must doubt whether anything of this sort is likely to 
pay off electorally at this late hour. and whether it is not more 
likely that it will be counterproductive. 

It is clear, however, that any of the proposals reportedly 
touted in the cabinet -- from a revival of Mr. Aridor’s 
dollarization plan to some new ideas of devising a daily 
consumer price index to which everything, prices, wages, 
savings and the lot. is to be linked —are going to make the swath 
of scorched earth left behind by this government even wider. 

There is no economic programme and there has been none 
for a long time. Nothing that can conceivably be done at this 
moment can be consistent and comprehensive. The govern- 
ment does not have the power to we through any set of 
measures that might add up to anything sensible or compre- 
hensible. The only thing it can do is to cause even more damage 
than it has done to date. 

Finance Minister Cohen-Orgad is therefore to be com- 
mended for having resisted the pressure applied to him. The 
professional economist in him certainly knows that what his 
colleagues want is folly and an irresponsible act of desperation. 
The politician in him probably tells him that nothing he can do 
is likely to pay off electorally. When Mr. Cohen-Orgad 
conceived the economic policy that drove the economy into the 
giddy Ferris wheel of a 400 per cent inflation, he simply did not 
take into account that there might be an election campaign this 
year. 

One must therefore hope that Mr. Cohen-Orgad will hold 
out. He has a weapon with which he can ward off the insistent 
demands of his colleagues — the threat of resignation which 
would follow that of his senior officials at the Treasury. But the 
resignation of a finance minister less than four weeks before 
polling day is not something the ruling party can afford. It is 
unlikely that the finance minister will have to stand this final 
test of his integrity and national responsibility. 

What Mr. Cohen-Orgad is therefore well-advised to do right 
how, is to stand fast. and ta do as little as possible before the 
elections. After all, in the nine months that have passed since 
he took over the Treasury, he has done quite enough.

It should be under- 
stood. they added. as additional sup- 
port for long-standing calls by the 
court and legal scholars to limit the 
immunity of Knesset members and 
Pass laws to deal with MKs charged 
with serious crimes or found guilty of

The Basic Law: The Knesset 


stipulates that any Israeli citizen 
over 21 years old may stand for the 
Knesset unless the right has been 
explicitly denied by a court of law. 
The only specific limitations apply to 
serving Israel Defence Forces per- 
sonnel. civil servants and a list of 
state officials such as the president, 
the chief rabbis. judges and the state 
comptroller. : 

The Election Law of 1969 stipu- 
lates that a person under arrest or in 
prison wha is elected in the Knesset 
is ta be released immediately. If such 
a@ person is accused or imprisoned for 
a felony, his release is delayed for 14 
days to give the attorney-general 
time to ask the Knesset to strip bim 
of his immunity. 

Apart from these two provisions, 
there is little substantial legislatian 
{o coser cases where Knesset mem- 
bers are charged with or found guilty 
of any offence. 


LIKE MOST Israelis. I received the 
news conceming the renewal of di- 
plomatic relations with Sri Lanka 
with satisfaction, Any broadening of 
Israel's diplomatic network is wel- 
come news. not only for its own. 
political, sake. but also as a vehicle 
for contacts in other fields -- econo- 
mic, cultural, tourist er αἱ. 

This is particularly true in the 
Asian continent. We are perched on 
its western rim, and yet -- in the wide 
belt between Israel and Burma -- 
there is a gaping diplomatic vacuum. 
apart from the embassy in Nepal and 
the toe-hold of a consulate in Bom- 
bay. 

Cevlon. as it was then called. had 
“suspended” relations with Israel - 
officially it never broke them. 
although the term suspension does 
not have any other meaning -- for 
reasons of its own. in 1970. This 
happened not because of any act 
committed or omitted by Israel de- 
trimenta] to its interest. but because 
the prime minister at the time. Mrs. 
Bandaranaike. considered such 2 
move advantageous for securing the 
support of the Moslem minority on 
the island, and possibly also because 
of misplaced expectations of Arab 
economic and financial support. 

There were many at the time who 
opposed this move. One influential 
Ceylonese friend observed to me 
that during the preceding election 
campaign, Bandaranaike had made 

“two promises — to reduce the price of 

rice, the staple food of the island. 
and to break relations with Israel. Of 
the two, she found that the latter 
would be much cheaper. 


ONE OF those who tied to influ- 
ence the government in Colombo 
against taking this step. strangely 
enough, was the Egyptian ambassa- 
dor. 

For some years before, a 
Ceylonese, Mr. Shirley Ἢ 
had chaired the three-member 
UN Commission on Human Rights 
in the Occupied Territories. The 
remaining two members were from 
Somalia and Yugoslavia, neither of 
which is represented in Israel. 
Israel's representative at the UN 
utilized this as an argument, demon- 
strating the basic imbalance and par- 
tiality of the commission. 

The Egyptian ambassador real- 
ized that the severance of diplomatic 
ties by Ceylon would serve as grist to 
Israel's mill. : 

In any case, Israel had not dam- 
aged 57 Lanka in any way, which in 
the normal course of international 
relations is the only valid ground for 
breaking diplomatic relations. It was 
welcome news that the wrong done 
to Israel would now be righted.

It was revealed that Israel would 
only be permitted an interest section 
- within an existing embassy. a form 
of diplomatic representation prac- 
tised even between countries in a 
state of war. which has little or no- 
political function or sienificance. 

The embassy in question would be 
that of the United States. Without 
any lack of respect for the U.S.. this 
was seen as impiving some political 
message -- one which. in the eves of 
the present Sri Lanka government.

TO BE perceived in a Third Workd 
country as a friend and an ally of the 
U.S. is one thing: to appear as its 
protegé is another. Neither the U.S. 
nor Israel] has ever derived benefit 
from the perception — or mispercep- 
tion -- of a patron-client relationship. 

Finally. the foreign minister of Sri 
Lanka announced publicly that in 
return Israel would help to eradicate 
the Tamil terrorists in the north of 
the country. 

The result of this announcement 
was to be foreseen. Not only did 
Arab governments protest against 
this rather modest move towards the 
re-establishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions -- and some of the Moslems in 
Sri Lanka duly echoed these protests 
— but there were outcries from the 
Tamil community - and not only 
those ideologically, or otherwise. 
identified with the underground. 

It is true that Israel. as one of its 
first victims, has a vested interest in 
combating international terrorism. 
It is also true that in the course of 
many years of continuous struggle it 
has gained valuable experience and 
developed original strategies and 
tactics to combat terrorists, which 
can be of immense help to other 
governments faced with a similar 
problem. 

To put this experience at the dis- 
posal of other governments may, 
under certain circumstances. be in 
Israel's interest. However, that is by 
no means necessarily true in the case 
of all governments, and under al) 
circumstances. 

Tn the case of Sri Lanka, it would 
seem that— if the information is true. 
and to the best of my knowledge no 
denial has been forthcoming from 
Jerusalem -- Israel is paying a high 
price indeed for a moderate return. 

Relations between the 
Sinhalese. mostly Buddhist, major- 


ity - concentrated in the south and 
south-west of the island - and the 
Tamil Hindu minority in the north 
and east — has bedevilled Sri Lanka 
politics for many years, before and 
after independence in 1948. . 

It is complex in itself. and its 
complesity is compounded by the 
fact that, in addition, there are miil- 
lions of Tamil estate workers and 
their families in the heartland of 
Sinhalese Sri Lanka. and by the 
preseace of about 40 million Tamils 
in the south of India. just across from 
Jaffna. on the other side of the Palk 
Straits. 

Constitutional arrangements de- 
vised by the British during the period 
of self-rule were designed to guaran- 
tee the rights of both majority and 
minority. ἢ 

Some ambitious Sinhalese politi- 
cians found fertile ground in the 
feelings of some members of the 
majority. by appealing to their anti- 
Tamil emotions. The Tamils are con- 
sidered as frugal. hard-working and 
intelligent. 

- Under the British raj they had 
occupied a disproportionate share of 
positions in the public service. Ban- 
daranaike had gained elections with 
his slogan of "Sinhalese only” -- that 
is. Sinhalese as the only official lan- 
guage. which would automatically 
eliminate Tamils from the public 
service. 

From time to time. violent out- 
bursts in an otherwise tranquil coun- 
try accentuated the inherent ten- 
sions. In 1958. pogroms were com- 
mitted against Tamils -- barely re- 
ported in the Western media, but on 
a scale and with a brutality which 
compare to the worst in the annals of 
the Jewish people. 


MANY TAMILS identified emo- 
tionally with the Jews. They are 
hard-working and industrious, yet 
they constitute a minority in all the 
countries in which they live — not 
only India and Sri Lanka but also 
further east. in Malaysia and Singa- 
pore. 

They viewed with admiration 
mixed with envy the feat of a smal! 
people which, with tremendous 
effort and sacrifice, had succeeded in 
establishing its own independent 
state. 


Israel] representatives were, of 
course, aware of this empathy, but 
while maintaining good personal re- 
lations with representatives of all 
sectors, including Tamils, took care 
not to take sides or to identify with 
one of the parties in a crucial domes- 
tic struggle. ἶ

Sri Lanka, went out of his way at the 
beginning of his term of office to

time when Tamil fortunes were at a 
relatively high point, and 1.8.5
